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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 35 are objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
preamble, "remotely control his media-based device" should refer to "a" in accordance . 
to U.S. practice. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference to 
several co-pending applications is ineffective because appropriate application numbers 
are not provided. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-20, 35-37 and 60-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because claimed 
invention contains non-functional descriptive material (i.e., web servers, data fields) and 
includes software, or signals, per se that are not tangibly embodied on or in some form 
of computer readable medium. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-20, 35-37, 58 and 60-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Scott et al US patent no. 6,338,094. 

With regards to claim 1 ,35 and 60, Scott teaches a method of programming a media- 
based device over a network, the method comprising: receiving a user request from the 
user, Scott teaches a design for playing a video in response to a webpage link locating 
an advertisement for a broadcast program while navigating a first web site; in response 
to the at least one function call/request, executing at least one application program to 
retrieve from at' least one database data concerning the media-based device, Scott's 
design allows users to click on a link (or banner) to download (equivalent to record) and 
view a TV file (program) on the computer or television (column 4, lines 30-46, Scott). 
Furthermore, with regard to one database being in communication with the media- 
based device through a second network, Scott teaches the method wherein the 
advertisement comprises a hyperlink to a second web site accessing the media-based 
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device, the hyperlink being embedded in the first web site (Scott teaches a design 
allowing users to click on links or banners (column 3, lines 60-67, Scott). 

Regarding claims 2-20, for claiming various media-based device features, Scott 
teaches web server executing web-hosted application, the HTTP command format, the 
XML format and a channel line up corresponding to certain value of a least one 
specified show attribute, see whole document. 

Regarding claims 35-36, 58 and 60-75, claims covers the similar subject matter 
as the claims 1-20, therefore claims are rejected for the similar reasoning.
